Tuesday, May 29 

House and Senate conferees continue to meet to reconcile differences in the two versions of the surface 
transportation bill. The final bill could impact RCRA coal ash, NEPA Keystone XL pipeline, CWA penalties from 
the RESTORE the Gulf Act, and LUST trust funds. Key conferees have stated that they expect a compromise to 
be reached and a final bill to be agreed upon before June 30. Few details have emerged but reports have 
suggested that the coal ash legislation has a higher likelihood of inclusion than does approval of the Keystone 
pipeline. The coal ash legislation would prevent EPA from regulating coal ash from power plants as a 
hazardous waste under RCRA and would transfer regulatory authority to the states. For more on the coal ash

Wednesday, May 30 

Hearing on the FY13 energy and water appropriations bill The full House Rules Committee will examine H.R. 
5325. The legislation provides the annual funding for the various agencies and programs, mostly under the 
Department of Energy, and it totals over $32B. An amendment by Rep. Rehberg (R-MT-at large) was adopted 
to this bill. The amendment prohibits funding for the Army Corps to develop or implement new guidance to 
expand the scope of federal jurisdiction under the Clean Water Act.

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Friday, June 1 

Hearing on permitting for the Spruce coal mine EPA Administrator Lisa Jackson was invited to testify before an 
oversight hearing of the Energy & Mineral Resources Subcommittee entitled, "Obama Administration1 s Actions 
Against the Spruce Coal Mine: Canceled Permits, Lawsuits and Lost Jobs". On May 16, DOJ attorneys, on 
behalf of EPA, requested a stay of a federal court ruling that struck down the agency's retroactive veto of a 
dredge-and-fill permit for a mountaintop coal mine (Mingo Logan Coal Co. v. EPA). They argued that a stay 
should be issued because there was a strong likelihood of irreparable environmental harm otherwise, while 
mine operator Mingo Logan Coal Co. faced little, if any, harm from a stay. The U.S. District Court for the 
District of Columbia ruled March 23 that EPA had no authority to veto a Clean Water Act§ 404 dredge-and-fill 
permit after the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers had issued the permit for the Spruce No. 1 mine in West 
Virginia.
